The German peace offensive that has been forecast by the lead- 
ing British and American papers for the past ig has been finally 


launched on no less authority than that of the German Emperor in 
an address to the German army and navy. No aaa the recent change 
in the German chancellorship and ministry had this peace drive in 
view. The effort is to induce divisions amongst the Allies by inspir- 
ing the belief that the war is already won. It was by this means that 
Frederick the Great finally won the seven years’ war against rance, 
Austria and Russia. When he had been utterly beaten and his coun 
try in large measure destroyed, the allies lost the unity of purpose 
that had brought them victory in jealousies of each other, and through 
their contending purposes Frederick emerged triumphant. 

| The military collapse of Turkey and the surrender of Bulgaria 
‘has placed far beyond present reach the Kaiser’s dream of a great 
Mohammedan empire in the east. Austria’s position is embarrassing 
and uncertain, both to her allies and herself, Under pretence of jus- 
tice to enslaved races the Kaiser might agree to the dismemberment 
of Austria. The evacuation of France and Belgium must, of course, 
| be understood. But if Germany, stripped of all entangling alliances 
|and giving up all territorial gains on the west front, is permitted to 
exercise and perpetuate the dominance which she has achieved in 
Russia, with its tens of millions of people, its vast extent, and its 
| boundless resources, she is still a winner—a winner in actual mate 
rial advantage far beyond the Kaiser's wildest dream at the begin 
ning of the war, and the Allies have lost the cause for which they 
fought. 

When the war began the Kaiser’s chief hope was to secure the 
exploitation of Poland and the Turkish empire. Poland is fertile, 
populous and close by. Certainly a prize worth while. Turkey is 
vast, but largely desert and nowhere intensely productive, with peo- 
ples’ utterly alien and antagonistie to German methods in commere e, 
industry or government. But it was a field that Germany could ex- 
ploit. Russia was a kindred empire—kindred in autocracy. To con 
tinue the peaceful commercial exploitation of Russia was a satisfying 
tmbition in.that diréction at that time. 
her vast extent and with her many millions of people lies wide o opea 
to complete political and economic control by Germany. Give Ger- 
many five, ten, or at mos! twenty years se such control and with either 
the Kaiser or the Crown Prince on the German throne, and the battle 
for free civilization would have to be fought over again and under 
far less hopeful circumstances than at present. The Allied combina 
tion is now strong enough to defeat Ge rmany and to re-establish Rus- 
Sia as a united country (or as several countries independent of Ger- 
many and of German influence--forming part of the great coufeder- 
acy of nations worshiping justice and liberty, and able as well as will- 
ing to protect both agaiust a reeovered and i sorganizea Germany.

The ‘‘Spread’’ Grows. 


It is officialy announced in 
Washington that American troops 
overseas now number 1,800,000. 
That is cheering news for the Al- 
lies, and will be correspondingly 
unwelcome in Berlin. It means 
that Foch has the reserves to 
“carry on.’’ His army is growing 
larger while that of the enemy is 
growing smaller. There is only 
one end to the continuance of that 
process of differentiation. 


Prices Can Be Fixed. 


Chairman Baruch of the United 
States war industries board an- 
nounces that the prices and dis- 
tribution of wearing apparel in 
the United States are to be regu- 
lated by the Government. Address- 
ing a gathering of retail dry goods 
dealers he dismissed the argu- 
ment that it cannot be done by 
saying ‘‘it must be done.’’ 

There will be much scratching 
of heads in Canada over this an- 
nouncement, among those who 
have been telling us thatethe regu- 
lation of the prices of essentials 
by authority of the Government 
was among the things not possible 
of accomplishment. If the prices 
of clothing can be regulated in the 
United States the prices of essen- 
tials of all kinds can be regulated 
there; and if there, they can be 
regulated in Canada. The theory 
that it cannot be done is out of 
court. The plain issue now is whe- 
ther the Government is willing to 
do it or is not willing. That issue 
can be side-stepped no longer on 
the pretension that it cannot be 
done. Profiteering hereafter is 
inexcusable; it can only go on with 
the open and undeniable assent of 
the Government. 


Timely Advice.

Dr. D. B. Dowling, a Dominion ex- 
pert who is in Alberta to make a re- 
port on gas and oil prospects, is re- 
sponsible for the statement that there 
is reasonable assurance of a produc- 
tion of at least 100 barrels per day 
from the Dingman well in the Calgary 
oil field. This well is now producing 
fifty barrels per day. In his judg- 
ment the Dingman, South Alberta, 
Viking and Peace River fields offer 
great promise of good results in oll,

Dr. Dowling says that there are 
wells in the Peace River district that 
already are producing twenty-five | 
barrels of oil daily. That, too, is en- | 
couraging. Peace River development 
has been proceeding quietly for some 
time and not much has been heard 
about it. Tho territory is most prom- 
ising in surface indications, and ex- 
perts have greatest faith that it will

PREMIUM ON “WATE 
EFFICIENCY, 
From Ottawa Journal-Press, 

The paper controller for 
Mr. R. A. Pringle, K.C.,, has an- 
nounced a new price for newsprint 
which will create a critical condition 
among the weaker of the newspapers | 
He fixes $69 per ton as) 
the price which the paper mills are 
entitled to get, not only for the next | 
two months, but retroactively back to 
July 1. The price up to July 1 was 
$57 a ton, so that the increase in 
price is $12 a ton, or a little over 21! 
per cent. At the outbreak of the war, 
the average price of newsprint in Can- | 
ada was $40 per ton. The price of! 
$69 now fixed, therefore, to date from 
July 1 last, is an increase upon pre- 
war price of $29 per ton, or 72 per 
cent. A newspaper whose paper bill 
before the war was $100,000 has now, 
at the same circulation, to pay $72,000 
more. 

The price now fixed by the paper 
controller looks a gross injustice if 
the controller's action is tested by 
the principle on which the govern- 
ment appointed him, namely to re- 
quire sale of newsprint by the Can- 
adjan mills to Canadian newspapers 
at merely a fair profit to the mills, 
The Canadian mills, taken as a whole, 
are selling 89 per cent. of their pro 
duct in the United States or elsewhere 
abroad, at a profitable figure. The 
Canadian newspaper requirement con- 
cerns only 11 per cent. of thelr out- 
put, As regards cost of manufacture, 
the enquiry which has been held be- 
fore the paper controller—and which 
has b®en incomplete, and favorable to 
the mills, because of the controller's 
refusal to allow full enquiry, and his 
violation of undertakings given tothe 
Canadian Press associlation-——has 
shown that while some Canadian mills 
seem to be manufacturing at a high 
cost, probably near the controller's | 
figure, most are manufacturing at aj} 
lower cost. All can sell at a profit 
abroad all the paper they make except 
where they are required by the con- 
troller’s orders to continue the prior 
supply to Canadian newspapers; and 
in the latter case, they are protected 
by a “differential” arrangement be- 
tween the mills, established under 
government pressure, whereby the 
mills which must sell newsprint at 
home get a pro rata compensation 
from the mills which export all or 
most of their manufacture, 

Thus the paper controller's problem 
wag simplified by two notable condi- 
tions: 1, He had to deal with only 
11 per cent, of the output of Canadian 
mills 2. The price of that 11 per 
cent, sold in this country was pro- 
tected by compensation ,!f necessary)

Physicians of the Province of Al- 
berta are being checked up by the at- 
torney general's department, and a 
regular inspection will be made each 
month in future to see if they are 
stepping over their rights in the mat- 
ter of giving prescriptions for liquor. 
Speaking of the matter Saturday, 
Deputy Atorney General Browning 
stated that there were comparatively 
few doctors who were guilty of this 
breach, and there were also very few 
druggists who were abusing their 
privilege. The doctors generally were 
very anxious to co-operate with the 
department by complying with the 
provisions of the act, and he judged 
that there were only about a dozen 
medical men in the whole province 
who might be suspected of breaking
